Caniates hone t house 
te homeless

week ago, Mayor Bill Smith 
A= touring a boarded-up 

rooming house on the down- 
town east-end and flushed up a 
homeless man who had been 
squatting in the building. Since 
then, the issue of finding shelter 
for the city’s growing homeless 
population hasn't gone away. 
Mayoralty candidates all have their 
own take on the issue. 

How urgent is the need for shel- 
ter? It’s the No. 1 priority, accord- 
ing to front-line workers. 

Susan Irvine, director of Urban 
Manor, a centre that serves as 
emergency relief for the homeless, 
says the shelter’s 62 beds have 
been filled to capacity all year 

“Our beds are always full,” she 
said. “We are supposed to be an 
emergency shelter and we can’t 
handle emergencies.” 

The city’s mayoralty candidates 
all suggest social services are pro- 
vincial and federal responsibilities, 
financially. But they all agree the 
city must get involved. 

Mayor Smith says he has receiv- 
ed a commitment from Family and 
Social Services Minister Lyle 
Oberg to beef up the number of 
overnight beds in the city. 

Smith says he also asked for 
funds to set up a study of home- 
less people in Edmonton so the 
problem can be tackled in an 
orderly manner. And the mayor 
plans to unite representatives from 
northern native communities, the 
province and the federal govern- 
ment to discuss housing for abo- 
riginals. Smith hinted some First 
Nations are willing to contribute 
financially to native housing in 
Edmonton. 

“That's the concept,” be said 

Smith's opponents aren't so con- 
fident the mayor will get the job 
done. In fact, they accuse him of 
ignoring social issues. 

“There is no economic/social 
policy under this mayor,” com- 
plained candidate Mike Nickel. 
Issues of social welfare have been 
“pushed aside at tremendous 
cost,” he said. 

Nickel suggests that in the long 
term, more resource sharing in the 
metro area would free up funds to 
help those living in poverty. 
Individuals and businesses that 
leave Edmonton for the suburbs 
are imitating behavior that led to 
urban decay in the U.S., he observ- 
es, and that needs to be avoided. 

“We, as the (capital) city, have 
to start acting like the big boys on 
the block and tell these outlying 
areas to put up or shut up.” 

Nickel says he’d approach land- 
lords who have vacancies and dis- 
turning their buildings into 
shee. If they wanted 
he’d approach the 





something happen.” 

Former councillor Tooker Gom- 
berg brushed up on the issue in 
part by spending time early Tues- 
day morning prowling overnight 
shelters, churches and employ- 
ment programs catering to the 
inner-city population. He met with 
inner-city residents to discuss their 
needs. 

“Mr. Smith just walks around 
and says everything is fine, and 
that is true in some ways,” said 
Gomberg. “But if you don’t have a 
home that certainly is not the case. 

“There is real concern with the 
various shelters in the city that this 
may be a very cold winter and, 
with the growing population of the 
homeless, (shelter staff and volun- 
teers) are worried people might 
freeze to death because they don’t 
have a place to spend the night,” 
he said. 

Gomberg suggests the city could 
donate land it has been unable to 
sell to agencies which help provide 
housing. But even if the city donat- 
ed land today, nothing would be 
solved for people sleeping on the 
streets tonight. In the short term, 
Gomberg proposes donating space 
in city-owned buildings. 

The city should also provide 
affordable transportation to peo- 
ple who can’t afford to get around 
town. 

Affordable transportation is also 
an idea espoused by candidate 
Kelly Morris, who admits he’s run- 
ning on a two-plank platform: fis- 
cal responsibility and approving 
the city’s Transportation Master 
Plan. That plan, he says, supports 
affordable transportation for 
everyone — and Morris feels that 
could go a long way in helping 
people help themselves. 

Rory Nugent suggests the city 
approach owners of vacant build- 
ings to turn their properties into 
shelters, in the short-term. In 
return, the city could give the land- 
lord a tax break. And if that means 
a tax hike is necessary to cover 
services, “then be a man and go 
ahead and raise taxes,” he said. 

thor Broda seems less willing to 
spend municipal funds on shelters 
or housing but feels the city might, 
in effect, be able to shame the 
province and federal government 
into increasing their financial com- 
mitment. If the city were to closely 
monitor the plight of the homeless 
and make the situation well- 
known, the two levels of govern- 
ment might then realize the extent 
of the problem, Broda says. 

“The city should be an advocate 
for its citizens,” he said. 

As for immediate assistance, the 
city should have access to provin- 
cial funds to provide emergency 

“That's a legitimate place for the 
city to be involved in the short 
term and I think the province

It is precisely this sharp, double- 
edged sword Sandhano Schultze is 
toying around with as he prepares 
to launch Northern Light Theatre’s 
new season with David Harrower’s 
award-winning play Knives in 
Hens. As NLT’s new artistic direc- 
tor — he moved here from 
Vancouver earlier this year — 
Schultze is, to a degree, out of his 
element. And it’s possible he’s ben- 
efiting from the situation, because 
his own circumstances are some- 
what liberating, too. 

Harrower’s tale of truth, self- 
knowledge and love follows the 
lives of three residents of a 
medieval village: the plowman, his 
wife and the miller. The latter 
occupies a difficult place in soci- 
ety: he’s shunned because a 
machine works for him, yet he is 
paid for the work. Schultze might 
relate best to the miller. 

“He isn’t like everyone else. He 
hasn’t been brainwashed. He 
doesn’t have to fit in. He has the 
ability to question common belief 
and has to, because common 
belief doesn’t suit him,” said 
Schultze. 

In Harrower’s play, the plow- 
man’s wife develops a powerful 
relationship with the miller, per- 
haps because her relationship to 
her husband is, well, utilitarian. 

“They're a unit,” explained 
Aaron Franks, who plays Pony 
William, the plowman. “There is a 
tenderness and a love there, but 
not the love of one individual heart 
for another individual heart. It’s 
much more practical than that.” 

It’s a simple life, too, where 
everyone knows the score: the 
church has set down rules to live 
by and everyone has a role to play. 
Just ask the blacksmith, or the 
cooper, or the womenfolk working 
in the fields. It’s all very straight- 
forward. Apparently. 

The plowman’s wife (Shannon 
Quinn) is sent to the miller’s one 
day and comes to see that certain 
truths espoused by her husband — 
and, indeed, the entire village — 


aren't truths at all. Reality reveals 
itself slowly, however. 

“The miller is hated. He’s revil- 
ed. He's the devil,” Quinn said. “So 
it’s a delicate situation — it’s bare- 
ly a relationship. It’s a sniffing out 
of each other.”

are rumors around the town that 
the miller has killed his wife and 
child and that he deals in herbs 
and cures and can cast spells,” 
added Troy O'Donnell, who takes 
on the outcast’s role. “But the 
miller knows something about 
everybody because, when people 
come to him, they talk.” 

The townsfolk can use the miller 
as a therapist of sorts, because 
some things can’t be said to neigh- 
bors. So while the miller knows 
about the world the plowman’s 
wife lives in, she knows nothing of 
his. Eventually, walls break down. 

“She sees beyond the prejudice 
against millers, this one in particu- 
lar,” said O'Donnell. 

A chain reaction begins: she dis- 
covers the world is not at all as 
she has been told it is; she learns 
words have a purpose going 
beyond urgent communiques, that 
we can express our inner-most 
feelings and ideas with the words 
that represent them; that there is a 
language of the heart and soul as 
much as there is a language of 
mundane everyday matters. And 
she learns her husband’s “busi- 
ness” includes secret liaisons with 
another woman. 

“The story is about a woman lib- 
erating herself,” Schultze explain- 
ed. (The plowman is kind of like 
Bill Clinton, Schultze said. “He pre- 
sents this wonderful relationship 
he supposedly has, but there is a 
whole side of him that gets the bet- 
ter of him.”) 

Schultze is quick to define the 
play as offering much more depth 
than a mere sex scandal. 

“This isn't a kitchen drama. This 
isn’t the story of a stupid little 
maid in the 15th century who sud- 
denly wakes up one day from 
being stupid,” he said. 


By playing the characters as 
archetypes, the story becomes 
archetypical and more powerful in 
that light. “It is not just the story of 
revenge and a funny little three- 
some. The power of the story 
makes itself apparent.” 

Communicating that to the 
cast and, in turn, to audi- 
ences is part of Schultze’s 
big adventure. While he’s 


hardly an outcast — the theatre 
community has nothing but good 
things to say about him 
Schultze is the new kid in town. If 
he were staging this play in 
Vancouver, where he ran 
Pink Ink Theatre for a 
decade, he’d probably 
know exactly which actors 
to cast in which roles. And 
he'd be able to guess the 
way his company’s audi- 
ence base would react to ae 
the show. But being new "Re 
to Edmonton and unfa- 
miliar with the local tal- 
ent pool and the prefer- 
ences of local audiences, 
he’s being forced to 
rely not on

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wish list of 
five plays to 
the powers that be at Studio 
Theatre, Frank Galati’s adaptation 
of John Steinbeck’s The Grapes of 
Wrath was at the top of the list. 

Much to Sutley’s delight, Studio 
Theatre gave him the go-ahead. 
His take on this seminal American 
classic opens the theatre's 50th 
season at the University of 
Alberta’s Timms Centre. 

“It's been great,” Sutley says of 
the experience. “I've had access to 
facilities that I won’t for a long 
time and while it’s been hard to 
mount this production, it’s also 
been a great experience. I’m going 
to be happy and depressed at the 
same time when this show opens 
and I’m not a part of it any more.” 

Well, he certainly picked a work 
with an exceptional pedigree. The 
Grapes of Wrath, the Nobel Prize- 
winning novel by Steinbeck, pub- 
lished in 1939, is viewed by many 
as the ultimate summation of the 
bitterness and numbing economic 
horror of the Great Depression. It 
documented the plight of an 
Oklahoma farm family (the Joads) 
as they are forced off the prairie 
dust bow! and are lured by work 
and money in the still-green 
orchards of California. Adapted to 
stage by Frank Galati, The Grapes 
of Wrath was also brought to the 
screen and directed by none other 
than John (Stagecoach) Ford, who 
won an Academy Award for best 
direction in 1940. 

Sutley promises a production as 
vast as its literary inspiration. 

“This production is serious real- 
ism, but not always in a realistic 
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will feature an

“It’s epic theatre, but with a very 
open design.” 

Sutley isn’t kidding when he’s 
talking about epic. He’s cast 41 
people and a dog in his production 
(a cast ranging in age from seven 
to 70), one of the largest casts to 
grace an Edmonton professional 
theatre’s stage outside of the occa- 
sional major musical. 

“The production does call for a 
large number of people on stage 
and even though it can be done 
with as few as 20 actors, I wanted 
to maintain that power you get 
with a large cast,” he said. “For 
this space it seemed like people 
were important. It’s a play about 
humanity. And how better to rep- 
resent that than with people — the 
main element of the play?”

ing the “tough as nails” Ma Joad, 
marvels at the opportunity to play 
with such a large and talented 
ensemble cast. “You can feel the 
power behind you in this play, 
there is a real group dynamic,” she 
said. “It’s a play about community 
and we've formed our own little 
community on stage.” 

Sutley defends choosing an 
American play. “I see it as a prairie 
play, a rural play that I feel very 
connected to. This is a story about 
my people, the people I come 
from.” 

Huffman agrees and is proud 


that her work will “show respect 
and give value” to a generation 
that lived through the Depression. 

“That generation is amazing. My 
grandmother lost her husband and 
raised five girls by herself in the 
Depression. She was one tough 
lady. They kept going and believed 
that life is important.” 

Neither Sutley or Huffman shy 
away from the politics of the play. 
Huffman is quick to make the con- 
nection between the economic 
exile of her character and many 
Canadians who are living in the 
same boat. “I read in the papers

last week that there are 40,000 
new Albertans, many of whom are 
going through the same displace- 
ment as the Joads do in the play.” 

Sutley states the politics at the 
heart of the play are still valid, just 
in slightly different forms. Just as 
the Joads are held hostage by the 
banks and large farm operations of 
their day, Canadians in 1998 are 
also at the mercy of “large banks, 
large firms, faceless companies — 
all squeezing out larger profits.

en Gould has the rare distinc- 
In of being the only person to 

have put a hole in the wall in a 
dance studio at Grant MacEwan 
Community College. A slight depth 
perception problem and an enor- 
mous leap ended with his foot 
puncturing the drywall. When this 
native Edmontonian and former 
member of the Brian Webb Dance 
Company performs in O Vertigo’s 
la Bete on Oct. 3 and 4, the walls 
should be safe but the audience 
may not. 

Raw, over the edge, untamed, 
insatiable are the adjectives used 
to describe Ginette Laurin’s la Bete 
(the Beast Within). Anna Kissel- 
goff, the immensely influential 
dance critic for the New York 
Times and a solid supporter of 
Laurin’s work describes it as 
“interesting for its ideas and for 
her hurtling-through-the-air style, 
channelled into drama that goes 
beyond physical daring.” 

Gould, who’s been with Laurin’s 
company since its inception in 
1984, talked about the process the 
10 dancers went through in creat- 
ing the production. 

“She started off by wanting each 
of us to develop a character and 
then she choreographed a solo for 
each of us.” The characters 
evolved into “these monsters, the 
darker side of human nature.” 
Next, by placing a character on 
stage who portrays a lady writer, 
the dancers became a physical 
manifestation of the writer’s inner 
world. 

“We certainly are expressing the 
parts that people try to hide,” 
Gould said from his Montreal 
home. “As artists, we never try to 
hide. That’s because that’s where 
the best work happens.” 

At 40, Gould has become one of 
Canada’s top dancers and, because 
of his long association with Laurin, 
he’s identified strongly with her 
work. That suits him fine. 

“I really love her work because 
it fits my own physicality. I feel 
quite free within it so I’m allowed 
to delve into things. I still feel 
incredibly lucky that we're getting 
paid for this.”

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A kamikaze-like dancer who can 
also find subtlety in movement, the 
creature Gould created is “a 
woman trapped in a man’s body 
who has trouble accepting her 
masculine qualities, and who 
embodies the eternal struggle 
between yin and yang.” 

The critic Kisselgoff says: 
“Kenneth Gould, although seen as 
a man in a dress (sometimes preg- 
nant), wants to evoke a woman 
within a man’s body. The ambiva- 
lence of his strongly-danced solo, 
both powerful and delicate in 
detail, makes the point.” 

He studied dance at Grant 
MacEwan during the late 1970s 
and joined the Brian Webb Dance 
Company for three years. His next 
stop was Dancemakers in Toronto 
for a couple of years and, from 
then on, he worked with Laurin. 

A personal relationship with 
Laurin continued for 10 years 
Though now strictly work col- 
leagues, they co-parent their nine- 
year-old son. 

A full-time dancer with the com- 
pany, Gould still finds time to 
choreograph. He has created 15 
works, performed in Canada, 
Japan and, most recently, in 
Mexico. 

Gould still has roots here as part 
owner of a family farm near 
Mayerthorpe. 

Even after performing across 
Canada and touring the United 
States, Europe, Brazil, Mexico, 
Israel and Japan, producing work 
that he loves, the pull of the prairie 
remains strong. 

And this weekend, he'll be in the 
two elements he loves.

wo new CDs from up-and-com- 
Te Edmonton performers. The 
opening tune on Where I Come 
From sounds like a creation of 
Bruce Cockburn, complete with 
guitar acrobatics. Toss Juliet 
Pauses into the CD player, on the 
other hand, and Ani Difranco may 
have changed genders and stopped 

drinking so much coffee. 

The guy who made Where I 
Come From was bom and raised in 
Edmonton, and attended the Grant 
MacEwan Community College 
music program after realizing his 
stint at Calgary’s Alberta College 
of Art wasn’t going anywhere. 
The guy who made Juliet Pauses, 
on the other hand, was born in 
Edmonton but moved around the 
country with his parents before 
setting off on his own to 
Vancouver, Winnipeg and, finally, 
Edmonton. 

In short, there aren't a lot of sim- 
ilarities between Paul Bromley and 
Paul Bellows. But there are enough 
similarities for the two veterans of 
Edmonton’s open stage scene, 
besides their nearly indistinguish- 
able names, to join forces Tuesday, 
Oct. 6 at the Sidetrack Café (10333- 
112 St.) for a joint celebration of 
their respective new recordings. 

For one thing, both are working 
towards a folk music following, 
though their takes on folk are dif- 
ferent. For another, they both put 
great value in the art of songwrit- 
ing. 

“Sometimes you take something 
out of a novel and it gets locked in 
your head,” explained Bellows, cre- 
ator of the 10-song Juliet Pauses. 





“But songs have this ability just 
because it’s music. It’s not just 
lyrics; it’s a combination of the 
two. There’s a real emotional con- 
nection you can make by pairing 
words to music.” 

Bellows started songwriting 
soon after getting into performing 
with a friend in Calgary, who now 
fronts Celtic/Christian band The 
SplendourBog (which Bellows 
recently joined on guitar and back- 
up vocals). From there, he moved 
to Vancouver and continued to

write; in fact, he still receives small 
royalty cheques from places like 
England and New Zealand for 
songs he wrote for a Vancouver- 
based Christian music label. 
Bromley, on the other hand, ini- 
tially enrolled at GMCC because he 
wanted to strengthen his songwrit- 
ing. Along the way, his guitar abili- 
ties benefited

The two Pauls also share similar 
perspectives on their recent 
recording projects. While both are 
pleased with the end result, neither 
would do the same things a second 
time around. Bromley co-produced 
his CD with Stew Kirkwood, of 
Welcome fame, but found the 
process too intensive. Bellows 
recorded Juliet Pauses in

through connections in the 
Christian music community and 
initially came away-with a record- 
ing he thought was too pop-orient- 
ed. 

“The instruments (didn’t) really 
sound that clear and the vocals 
(were) lost. We had a lot of key- 
boards, a lot of sampling that they 
put on there that just, in the end, 





took away from the songs,” 
Bellows said. 

He kept the best parts of the 
Vancouver sessions (including the 
bass of Adrian Walther, who was 
then playing for Carolyn Arends 
but has since moved on to Nash- 
ville), then added some new ele- 
ments and remixed the whole thing 
in a week-long session with Winni- 
peg producer Howard Rissin (Wyrd 
Sisters, Rita MacNeil, Ben Sures). 

“It's funny. It went through these 
different mutations and kind of 
ended up with exactly what I want- 
ed in the first place. But I had no 
idea how to get there,” Bellows 
commented. 

Looking back at the lyrical con- 
tent of their respective recordings, 
the two performers also have simi- 
lar responses. I think. It’s-a little 
difficult to tell from Bromley’s 
answer. 

“I found making (Where I Come 
From) a lot like flushing a toilet,” 
he chuckled, rather cryptically. 

Bellows, however, is much more 
open about the songs on Juliet 
Pauses. They were written over the 
past four or five years, as the 
singer/songwriter struggled with 
his dedication to the religious 
beliefs of his youth. 

“Every once in a while, I'd have 
some sort of realization about the 
way.the universe worked or the 
way my brain worked and a song’ 
would come out of it. And most of 
the songs on this album came out 
of that time of dumping the old 
ideas and cleaning out my head.”

When It comes to creating 4194S, Cori Brewster's a pro

erched on a stool in a southside café,

Silver Strain is “too long and too 

far out in left field” for main- 
stream radio. But it will still be the 
first widely-released radio single off 
Inside the Medicine Man, the sever- 
al-months-old album by the 
Johnson-fronted Edmonton band 
Feeding Like Butterflies. 

A film crew will be on hand at the 
band’s upcoming show, Friday, Oct. 
2 at the Sidetrack Café, to add to a 
bank of footage that will eventually 
become a video for the song. When 
completed in the coming weeks, it 
will serve as a launching point for 
the expanded release of the album 
to radio (it’s already receiving play 
in Calgary, Edmonton and Seattle). 
After that, the band expects to tour 
Canadian universities to promote 
the album, which has been available 
in Western Canada since last spring. 

“Tl like visual art just as much as I 
like music,” Johnson said, explain- 
ing why the band’s activities would 
hinge on the availability of a video. 

But it’s more than that. Through 
two other innovative videos featur- 
ing songs from two other releases, 
Feeding Like Butterflies has estab- 
lished itself on Canada’s predomi- 
nant music television broadcaster, 
MuchMusic. They know the station 
will seriously consider any video 
from the band and, quite likely, sup- 
port it with ample air time. 

“With (previous album) John and 
His Earthsuit, we released the 
album nine months before we actu- 
ally did the video and (when the 
video began showing up on 
MuchMusic), the sales of the album 
in Eastern Canada jumped by about 
5,000 copies,” Johnson said. 
“Obviously, people watch it.” 

But Johnson also admits radio is 
less of a strong point for the band. 
“We still are in that odd position of 
being hard to define.”

12th Annual ARIA (Alberta Rec- 
ording Industry Association) 
Awards, were named Independent 
Recording Artist of the Year by 
COCA (Canadian Organization of 
Campus Activities) and their What 
were you thinking? was nominat- 
ed for a JUNO as the Best Blues 
Album of 1997 (unfortunately, 
Colin James’ National Steel was 
the best record he’s ever done). 

“It’s been a great year!” Tycholis 
chortles succinctly. 

Not bad. If that weren't enough, 
the band is now ready to release 
its second video, Swing Party, and 
has just inked a deal with Stony 
Plain Records, with plans to start a 
new recording in early 1999. 

“I’m eestatic to be with this 
record company,” Tycholis says. 
“Holger (Petersen) treated us 
with so much respect when he 
talked to us, being on his label is 
just the logical conclusion. Really, 
it gave us a warm, fuzzy feeling. 

“It’s pretty much like this: Alex 
(Herriot, guitarist) said ‘cool! 
Duke’s label! That’s so cool!’ So 
we told Holger we'd sign with him 
if we got a CD opener, the keys to 
drive around in his car, with Duke 









Robillard in the car. We haven’t 
got the keys yet, but we got to 
meet and go on stage with Duke. 

That’s the kinda band the High- 
liners are; they can play with tradi- 
tional blues acts and pay homage 
to the genre by helping recreate 
and expand it. A fantastic example 
is performing a Little Walter tune 
with amazing authenticity, and no 
harmonica. Or replicating a big 
band swing sound with two guitars 
kickin’ out horn lines. 

With the current swing revival in 
high gear, Swing Party is an excel- 
lent choice for a video. Ironically, 
the Highliners aren’t really part of 
the retro swing movement they’re 
helping regenerate in Canada; they 
played their brand of swing blues 
long before it was the flavor of the 
month. 

Swing’s second wave of popular- 
ity was started a couple of years 
ago by groups such as Squirrel Nut 
Zippers, Big Bad Voodoo Daddy 
and Royal Crown Revue. Come- 
backs always help a new genera- 
tion get turned on to the original 
innovators — in this case, cats like 
Louis Prima, Duke Ellington and 
Cab Calloway. The down side to 
fads like this is the plague of 
poseurs, from acts such as the 
annoying Cherry Poppin’ Daddies, 
Johnny Favourite Orchestra or 
Johnny Ferrari's Swing Machine. 

When the dust elears, acts like 
The Rockin’ Highliners remain.

bum’s songs, from swing tunes like

Could Be That, show this band has 
a honed sound all its own. 

“The swing revival has totally 
helped us,” maintains Tycholis. “I 
still like to think we can go to new 
places and rock people, regard- 
less, because we did that for a 
year. But this allows us to play ina 
lot of non-traditional rooms and 
spread our name around.” 

Fans wondering if The High- 
liners have left the home town for 
greener pastures need not fear. 

“Honestly, we did 250 shows last 
year; we don’t live anywhere,” 
laughs Tycholis. “I can happily say 
that when we were in Buffalo 
doing a show with 10,000 Man- 
iacs and the guy said ‘from 
Toronto,’ I corrected him and said 
‘no, from Edmonton.’ We’re very, 
very proud to be from Edmonton.” 

And Edmonton is where the 
video premiére takes place, Oct. 7 
at Grant MacEwan’s Multipurpose 
Room (10070 - 104 Ave.), followed 
by a live performance.

Site's the cat's meow 


here is a cat in my house. It has 

been there for years. I let it leave 

but it keeps coming back. It 
doesn’t seem to catch my drift. But 
if I don't let it back into my house it 
meows like crazy.

Mostly, though, I don’t think 
about the cat or its ilk. 

But now there’s an Internet site 
dealing with cats in a way that has 
piqued my interest and sparked a 
creative fire within. It seems there 
is an activity the cat and I could par- 
ticipate in together, an activity that 
deals not with food, not with 
wrecked sofas, not with excrement, 


but with art.

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It isn’t often — in fact, it never 
happens — that you come across a 
debate about the fruits of creative 
labor being art or animal abuse. But 
this one website accomplishes just 
that. Web designer Cliff Bleszinski 
is obviously a geek. He has taken 
modern technology, added a dose 
of humor and come up with a new 
art form: cat scannin 

Now, we're not talking the CAT 
scanning doctors order when 
you've taken a bad fall, hit your 
head and lost consciousness. No sir. 
Cliff is talking about scanning your 
cat on the flatbed scanner you use 
to scan photos and such into digital 
form. 

(If you've never seen a flatbed 
scanner, it looks a lot like a photo- 
copier: you put the item you want to 
scan on a glass plate, close the lid 
and click a button. The scanner 
takes a picture of the item and 
stores it electronically.) 

In August, Cliff decided to stage a 
Cat Scanning contest and invited 
people with access to cats and scan- 
ners to enter.

A squirm-free, full- 
body scan would earn top marks. 
Cliff asked contestants to try to pre- 
vent cats from looking at the bright 
light from the scanner. Some people 
blindfolded their cats. One put sun- 
glasses on the cat prior to initiating 
the scan. Others scanned their cat’s 
bottomside. When you visit this site 
you'll see how popular and contro- 
versial it became. Cliff has posted a 
full nine pages of entries. He also 
received tons of hate mail. 


“You are an Asshole, man,” one 
cat lover wrote. 

“IT hope that you come down with 
a really disgusting venereal disease 
and/or vile and painful cancer,” 
wrote another, whose father is a 
veterinarian. 

The site received accolades, too. 
It was named Cruel Site of the Day, 
won Muehlke’s Waste of Bandwidth 
Award, and was written up in sever- 
al high-profile publications, includ- 
ing The Wall Street Journal. 

I suppose the degree of fun or 
cruelty would depend on the cat 
and its relationship with its owner. 
As the limits of my interaction with 
the cat is pretty much restricted to 
the opening and closing of a door, 
I'm not gonna try a scan. Our rela- 
tionship just isn’t ready for some- 
thing like that. 

But until things improve, I can 
enjoy the nine pages of entries and 
winning scans at Cliffs site.

to get closer to the girl. The mother dies, 
much to Humbert’s relief, and he starts an 
illicit affair with his step-daughter, Lolita. 

Even though pedophilia drives the film’s 
plot, Lolita is really about an arrogant snob 
of a man whose own sexual repression is the 
result of the tragic death of his loving girl- 
friend when they were both 14. Like all of us, 
Humbert seeks out that person he thinks will 
facilitate his retwm to the moment of trauma 
and — by acting out sexually — try to 
resolve those issues. Unfortunately, Humbert 
chooses a hyperactive, manipulating brat. 
Even though the relationship is extremely 
creepy, the question arises: just who is the 
victim here? 

Not that I feel sorry for Humbert. 

Because of all this, controversy has 
dogged Nabokov’s masterpiece since it was. 
first published in 1955. Even Lion’s Gate (this 
film’s distributor) dragged its feet bringing 
Lolita to North American audiences. Only 
recently did it open for limited engagements

in both LA and New York 
to qualify for Oscar con- 
tention. 

All of this is very sad. 
The moral idiots protesting 
the film are conspiring to 
keep you from seeing what 
is easily one of this year’s 
best films. Stephen Schiff's 
script stays faithful to the 
novel, expunging the litany 
of affairs Humbert had 
between his first love and Lolita. And while 
Irons deserves an Oscar nomination for his 
work, a good word must also be put forth for 
Dominique Swain’s performance as the title 
character. Swain plays the part as if she has 
the complex psychological make-up of a 
woman who can make men do her bidding. 

But the best part of this film is the parade 
of Freudian symbolism trotted out before us 
— clever and laughable at the same time. 
Lolita playfully teases Humbert that she 
might run to the cops, claiming he had raped 
her, as she trots off to a gas station wash- 
room. Just then, the windshields are wiped 
clean by a stern pump jockey, looking much 
like a cop. And Lolita’s teacher, in a meeting 
with Humbert, calls him Mr. Humping. 

Just how good is Lolita? I'll see it again, 
and I plan on taking people with me. If you 
withhold judgment of someone for 135 min- 
utes on the very good chance of experienc- 
ing an epiphany about 
human sexual behav- 
ior, then this is a 
film for you.

Willams Keens Oscar voice

os Angeles — Robin Williams 
l is doing the divine high five 
with Hollywood, not only for 
his recent Oscar win for Best 
Supporting Actor in Good Will 
Hunting, but because that award 
signals he has broken the Comed- 
ian’s Spell and can live out the rest 
of his life as a certifiable actor. 
And just to prove this point, his 
new film What Dreams May Come 
takes him deep into the dramatic 
portrayal of Chris Nielsen, a hus- 
band who searches the afterlife to 

save his beloved wife’s soul. 

It’s-a well-known fact there are 
few religious people in southern 
California, but many spiritual peo- 
ple. And Hollywood has gone 
metaphysical; City of Angels was 
the recent successful example of a 
film where there’s death but not a 
ghost to be exorcised. And What 
Dreams May Come with Williams, 
Cuba Gooding, Jr. and Annabella 
Sciorra takes it one transcendental 
step further. The plot spins into an 
exploration of the afterlife with 
some very extraordinary special 
effects. Movies rarely go into that 
zone, partially because it’s hard to 
envision but mostly because, 
before Polygram, it would have 
taken a miracle to find a studio 
willing to finance an afterlife film. 

In L,A’s Four Seasons Hotel (a 
holy shrine in its own right), the 
film’s producers, a couple of spiri- 
tual kinda guys, discuss how they 
collectively agreed Williams was 
the first and only name they con- 
sidered for the lead role. One sus- 
pects they were motivated as 
much by ticket sales projections as 
by Zen and the Art of Cast Selec- 
tion. Meanwhile, Williams is clear- 
ly thrilled not to answer questions 
about his comedy life, as indicated 
by the fact his interview content 
has more gravitas than ever 
before. 

This is the second time in six 
months I have interviewed Will- 
iams and he’s notorious for giving 
the press endless schtick, reducing 
journalists to tears with impres- 
sions and routines. The only prob- 
lem is, after the laughing stops, 
there’s absolutely nothing to write

about. 

Surprisingly, Williams doesn’t 
take challenge well. In the early 
spring, when asked what he 
thought about Howard Stern’s 
snide crack about how the Good 
Will Hunting performance was 
nothing more than Williams doing 

his “gimme an Oscar” voice, the 
comedian unravelled in front of a 
table of journalists. But that atti- 
tude has abated, Williams has his 
validating Oscar, and he has the 
lead in the first hugely financed, 
spiritual flick coming out of the 
Left Coast. 

Accepting this role wasn’t an 
easy decision because it meant he 
would have to ‘go places’ which 
were emotionally upsetting. 

“The main question (in a role 
like this) is ‘do you want to go 
through this?’ This is so intense, 
you ask yourself if you want to 
spend four months in this space 
with all the loss and the pain of it 
all. But I decided I wanted to 
because of the whole journey 
through the vision of a very sub- 
jective heaven and hell.” 

And then Williams adds the 
other incentive. The special 
effects. Major special effects. “It’s 
virtual Van Gogh. It’s the closest 
thing to acid without having to see 
the person next to you melt.” 

As Williams fields questions 
about how he draws on memories 
of his personal pain so he can uti- 
lize them for his many new and 
serious movie roles, it offers him a 
chance to be intermittently very 
funny. But more importantly, it 
allows him to sha-a-a-are. 

It also means his “gimme an 
Oscar” voice is here to stay.

ocumentaries. Yawn. Who 
Dice: documentaries when 

there’s such a wealth of fiction, 
fantasy and outright bullshit out 
there? So consider the work of 
Errol Morris. For two decades, 
Morris has been using his films to 
prove truth is more incredible than 
fiction. He understands human 
nature and the resulting characters 
and stories make the likes of Bill 
Clinton seem about as interesting 
as lard. 

Here are the best. You may have 
to alter your movie-watching tech- 
niques somewhat. Large groups 
are better. Instructions follow. 

Gates of Heaven (1978): Is 
there a pet holocaust afoot in Los 
Altos, California? Floyd McClure 
thought so. To save the bodies of 
dearly departed pets from the fur- 
naces of the dreaded renderers, 
Floyd created the Foothill Pet 
Cemetery, which spawned the 
Bubbling Well Pet Memorial Park 
in the Napa Valley. 

This is the story Errol Morris 
tells in Gates of Heaven. In the 
process of the telling, this mildly 
diverting anecdote about Southern 
Californian nuttiness in the '70s 
becomes an enchanting mosaic of 
people and their worlds. 

Morris does what no other docu- 
mentarian has ever dared to do: he

lets the cameras keep rolling. 
There are no explosions. You don't 
get to see much of the cemetery, 
even. But you see into parts of the 
human psyche you'd never have 
expected were there. 

Post-Viewing Activities: marvel 
about the little old lady speech;

A Brief History of Time 
(1992): Stephen Hawking is a bril- 
liant man who lives in a world 
about a googol times more vast 
than ours. How strange that the 
universe seems to be after him. 

With music by Philip Glass and a 
visual tone like Star Trek: The 
Next Generation, A Brief History 
is a very cool movie experience. 
But once again, the characters 
make the film: the nerdy Oxford 
students and highly fallible 
Cambridge colleagues, the nervous 
relatives, the groovy-yet-ineffable 
man in the wheelchair. He makes 
you think about things you never 
felt capable of.

work with creatures, whether alive 
or artificial: there’s a lion tamer, a 
topiary gardener, a robot scientist 
and an expert on the mole rat. 

When you're this far from 
Hollywood, anything can happen. 
The scientist loves his ambling 
“bots,” the zoologist loves his 
scrambling rats and, pretty soon, 
you see how much Errol Morris 
loves his rambling subjects. 
Weaving their lives into a tapestry 
of story, music and image, he cre- 
ates one of the rarest and beautiful 
creatures: a movie with a soul. 

Post-Viewing Activities: hugging 
each other; reminiscing about the 
circus; making chirping sounds. 

Other kick-ass documentaries: 

Cane Toads (1997): Put the 
Nature Channel and the Comedy 
Network into the Brumble 
machine and you get this. Director 
Mark Lewis makes the cane toads 
hilarious. 

Heart of Darkness: A Film- 
maker’s Apocalypse (1991): One 
of the most jaw-dropping docu- 
mentaries ever made, about one of 
the most jaw-dropping movies 
ever made, Apocalypse Now. 

Crumb (1994): Seventies car- 
toon anti-guru Robert Crumb had a 
hard childhood. And a hard adult- 
hood.

The pastel-colored walls are 
covered with huge Egyptian-

The 
tabouli salad made up for the 
lasagna, but not by much. Serving 
the lasagna with a dry, crusty, 
white bread bun was not the 
Block’s finest moment, either. 

The sandwich was the much 
better bet. A good quality meat 
served in a huge triangle of foeac- 
cia bread and dripping with mayo, 
mustard, cheese and nice, thick 
slices of purple onion and toma- 
toes. My only complaint with th 
sandwich is that it could have: 
been grilled more (supposedly 
being an Italian grilled sandwich), 
The Thai noodle salad was also a 
treat: firehouse-hot spaghetti noo- 
dles rife with red and green pep- 
pers. 

We were still kinda hungry so 
we ordered some of the delec- 
table Italian ice cream that Block 
1912 is famous for. We had the 
mango. Yum. 

The moral: Block 1912 is still 
undeniably one of the best places 
in town for relaxing over a coffee 
and dessert.
